GRIP ON THE RUHR; 
TROOPS REMOVED 


End of Passive Resistance to Be 
Officially Recognized—Mil- 


itary Becomes Invisilbe 


In the Hour of Triumph Moder- 


ation Is to Be Shown to 
Germany

PARIS, Dec. 5—A memorable date in 
the history of peace was reached yes- 
terday when the French officially inti- 
mated that passive resistance would be 
considered at an end in a few days. In 
the meantime, the grip on the*Ruhr 
district is being relaxed. The allied 
troops are moving out of sight as work 
Starts again. Pardon is being granted 
prisoners and the deportés are allowed 
to return to the Ruhr Valley. General 
Degoutte now claims to have won and 
that France can afford to be generous. 
All the comments today insist that the 
communiqué of the Foreign Minister is 
a bulletin of victory and an offer of 
peace. 

A series of accords which have been 
signed signify that the local authori- 
ties, the industrialists, the workers, 
and the Government of the Reich are 
ready .o co-operate with the French 
in the working of the Ruhr industry. 
France, therefore. wishes to return to 
the original conception of invisible 
occupation, and to remove its troops 
from al] association with the popula- 
tion. This was promised by the 
French yellow book and is being ful- 
filled. 

Moderation in Triumph 

Critics of France abroad will again 

'find the facts in disaccord with their 
‘thesis. Since it is impossible in the fu- 
ture to say, the French declare, that 
facts have put M. Poincaré’s policy in 
the wrong, it is now desirable to dis- 
play moderation in that triumph which 
is the mark of veritable force. Instead 
of abusing the situation France wishes 
to behave in the kindliest manner pos- 
sible. From henceforward diplomatic 
pourparlers can be opened. A generai 
reparations settlement could be. ef- 
fected on the following lines: France 
to receive 26,000,000,000 gold marks, 
England to receive whatever is neces- 
sary to reimburse the United States 
without calling upon France. If there 
is to be added the claims of other Eu- 
ropean nations, the total require: 
from Germany certainly would not be 
more than 50,000,000,000 gold marks. 
and probably scarcely more than 40,- 
000,000,000, provided France is no: 
obliged to demand more because 
France is being pressed by those 
whose part in the common effort was 
to some extent expressed in the lend- 
ing of money. 


Franco-Belgian Régime 


It is next Monday that the agree- 
ment with the Reich with regard to. 
the exploitation by the Franco-Bel- 
gian régime of the Rhineland and 
Ruhr railways should be enforced, 
and it is therefore from next Monday 
that the cessation of German resist- 
ance officially begins.~ The process 
of pacification should proceed quickly 
and the deeply regrettable incidents 
of a dreadful year be forgotten. 
Christmas should see the rebirth of a 
spirit of good will, and no efforts 
should now be spared to arrive at a 
solution of the European problems. 

It is obvious, however, that the 
United States have a part to play. So 
much depends upon whether America 
means to increase Germany's obliga- 
tions to France, while protesting that 
France has already fixed the demands 
on Germany too high, by refusing a

Mr. Garrett was also careful to set 
forth the fact that the Democrats 
have set no obstacles-in the way of 
the organization of the House, “but,” 
he adds, “of course no one expects 
that we shall taint our own ‘party 
intergrity to aid in curing a condi- 
tion for which we have imjno way 
been responsible.”

NEW AIR COMPANY 


British Concerns Co-operate for 
One National Organization— 
1,000,000 Miles Guaranteed 


By Cable from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, Dec. 5—As indicated by 
The Christian Science Monitor repre- 
sentative yesterday an agreement has 
been: signed by which a national air 
transport company will be incorpo- 
rated early next year. The existing 
companies will co-operate and Sir Eric 
Geddes will be chairman of the board 
of‘directors, and Sir George Beharrell 
and Lord Invernairn head of Beard- 
mores will also be on the board. The 
Air Ministry has not yet nominated. 
its two directors though probably Sir 
Herbert ‘Hambling, chairman of the 
civil air transport. subsidies commit- 
tee, will be one. 

The remaining directors will be 
nominated, one each, by the existing 
four air transport concerns. A pub- 
lic issue of shares will be made in 
January, and from the proceeds the 
assets of the: four companies will be 
taken over at a valuation which will 
include 15 aircraft, spare engines and 
accessories. Under the agreement this 
one national company is assured an 
annual subsidy guaranteed for 10 
years, ahd is encouraged to launch 
out in new directions. The agreement 
guarantees to the State a minimum 
annual mileage of :1,000,000 miles, 
which somewhat exceeds the aggre- 
gate mileage of the four existing 
com panies. 

The present chief routes will be 
continued, namely, London-Paris-Zu- 
rich, London-Brussels-Cologne, Man- 
chester -London-Amersterdam - Berlin, 
and Southampton-Channel Islands. 
The personnel and equipment must 
be British and the Air Ministry has 
the right to request the company to 
test and report on new commercial 
aerial types.

What kind of vocational education 
is being. offered throughout the 
United States? Are the hidebound 
conservative tendencies. of academic 
education setting up artificial Ifmita- 
tions for the vocational classes? Will 
employers and labor unite on a pro- 
gram for apprentices, including provi- 
sions for continuation schooling? How 
are teachers to be trained in social 
points of view which they need if they 
in turn are properly to prepare young 
people to be workers? 


Six Departments 


These are some of the problems 
which will be discussed in the three 
days of simultaneous meétings ar- 
ranged by the six departments of the 
association, agriculture, commerce, 
home economics, industry, part-time 
schools, and vocational rehabilitation. 


Vocational education is to be sub- 
jected to a searching inquiry by the 
convention to determine its future.

The valuation of the land on which 

“the Charlestown te Prison is built 
is ‘not far from $1,000,000. It has 
been an expensive proposition for the 
State to actuny such valuable prop- 
erty when 20 timés as much land 
could be bought in a more open sec- 
tion of the State for, perhaps, $25,000. 

The present structure is an expen- . 
sive one to operate on account of the. 
frequent repairs, inefficient industrial 
system, inadequate dining room, lack 
of proper storage facilities for coal 
and other suppiies, necessity for addi- 
tional watchmen on account of the 
contour of the walls and the large ex- 
penditure of inmate labor to keep the 
institution in proper condition. 

A great opportunity is afforded in 
a modern and properly erected prison 
building to ¢arry on carefully selected 
industries. There should be no rea- 
gon why a prisan should not be self- 
supporting. A new prison must give 
more attention to the efficient ar- 
rangement of shops with a conse- 
quent saving of time and money. 

The present structure was built in 
1806 and, while alone age would not 
disqualify an insti , it goes a 
long way to justify\the expenditure 
of money and to ease the public con- 
science in that regard. A _ school- 
house never lasts more than 560 years. 
During the last 80 years my inquiries 
have shown that other states have 
spent from $1,000,000 to $6,006,000 on 
the construction of new prisons. 
Other departménts of thie State far 
outstrip this départment in the ex- 
renditure of money for construction

Equal pay for equal service of school 
teachers is a policy to which the Na- 
tional Education Association is com- 
mitted officially, and the experience 
of cities where it has been in opera- 
tion for years confirms the soundness 
of the plan, according to official in- 
formation received by the High School 
Women’s Club, which is urging this 
equality in Boston. It is sending this 
information to women's clubs and 
other organizations in answer to a 
statement, previously sent out by men 
teachers opposed to the equal pay idea, 
which stated that the N. E. A. also 
was opposed to it and that such a 
policy would have a disastrous ef- 
fect on the schools. The question 
comes before the Boston voters as a 
referendum next Tuesday. . 

The telegram from Miss Olive M., 
Jones, president of the N, B. A., to 
Miss Helen F. Keefe, president of the 
High School Women’s Club, reads: 

The National Education Association, 
in Section & of its platform, is offi- 
clally committed to the following prin- 
ciple; “Equal salary for equal services 
to all teachers of equivalent training, 
experience and success.” This plat- 
form of the N. E. A. takes precedence 
over committee reports which repre- 
sent the opinion of committee mem- 
bers, rather thun the official Attitude 
of the associatfon. , 

A letter from Dr, Frank E. Spauld- 
ing ‘of the graduate school of the 
department of education of Yale Uni- 
versity to Dr. David D. Scannell, 
chairman of the Boston School Com- 
rhittee, states:

MOTOR VEHICLES 
HELD UNSEIZABLE 


CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 5 (Special)-— 
The New Hampshire Supreme Court 


| has given a decision, by a vote of four 


to one, that motor vehicles used for-the 
transportation of liquor contrary to 
law; may not be confiscated to the 
State. In the case in question, Octave 
Nadeau pleaded guilty to viol&ting the 
liquor laws and the question was 
whether his automobile was “para- 
phernalia” under.the law. 

The court held that “illegal keeping” 
of liquor means in casks, bottles, and 
other containers and the law does not 
“intend to provide for the forfeiture of 
motor vehicles.” The decision may 
lead to the attempt of many owners of 
forfeited cars to recover their property.

Harvard Professors Explain Physical, Biological, and 
Harmonious Aspects of Their Subject 


“Sound,” which is sometimes called 
music and sometimes called many 
other things, was variously and éru- 
ditely discussed from the standpoint of 
_ physics, biology and harmony, by 

three Harvard professors, last eve- 
ning, at Emerson Hall, Harvard Uni- 
versity. Recognizing that many sub- 
jects are too large for the individual 
scholar, .the Harvard Chapter of 
Gamma *Ajpn@, & national graduate 
science sdciety, has instituted a series 
of symposia at which subjects may 
be discussed from their various as- 
pects. 

Showing that there is a demand for 
knowledge when the dry-as-dust dust 
has been blown off and it is placed 

. before the public in a popular and an 
understanding manner, an enthusiastic 
audience of 600 taxed the,capacity of 
the hall and an overflow meeting

ical uipment easily. 

The! first speaker, F. A. Saunders, 
professor of physics, discussed the 
cause and the transmission of sound. 
The subject was then taken up by 
G. H. Parker, professor of zoology 
and director of the zoological labora- 
tory, who explained some of the most 
accepted theories on the reception of 


sound. The concluding speaker, Dr. | P 


A. T. Davison, professor of music, and 
conductor of the Harvard Glee Club, 
traced briefly the development of 
sound into music and the development 
of music itself. Harlow Shapley, di- 
rector of the Harvard College Obser- 
vatory, introduced the speakers. 
Professor Saunders in beginning the 
symposium said that the sources of 
sound are from vibrant bodies, on 
which much dependence is placed by 
the present civilization. Musical in- 
struments, phonographs, telephones, 
fog horns on which safety at sea de- 
pends, are sOme of the most common 
examples. Emanating from a vibrant 
body, sound is then transmitted 
through the air. That is made pos- 
sible by the fact that air is built up of 
tiny particles which are always. in 
very rapid movement, and a disturb- 
ance of any kind is certain to agitate 
them so that they will bump against 


one another causing sound to be 


quickly transmitted. 

If one could-see an air particle un- 
der ordinary conditions, real percep- 
tion would be impossible because of 
the tremendous ‘speed. Science, how- 
ever, has invented a machine, the 
phonophote, which electrically con- 
verts sound vibrations into light and 
enables one to literally see sound. By; 
speaking loudly or by making more 
distinct combinations of tones in the 
large horn. attached to the machine, 
the horizontal light wave, thrown on 
the screen in the form of a light curve 
was made to vibrate vertically more

Farm management specialists have 
long recognized, said Mr. Putnam, that 
one of the greatest problems before 
New Hampshire farmers is the handi- 
cap of small fields and the necessity 
for either too great an overhead in 
machinery on the one hand or too ex- 
pensive labor without improved ma- 
chinery on the other. ) 
As an experiment the’ first Farm 


Association was formed at ‘Putney 
Hill,.in Mr. Putnam's neighborhood. 


aprayer costing $400. 
bought one of the machines, their 
investment would have been $2000. 
Even as it was, they borrowed tho 


installments over a period of years, 
so that the cost should be distributed 
with the years of use, 

The care of the machine was vested

Six Members Resign en Bloc 
It is just announced that “six mem- 
bers of the council of La Rabita, along 
with the alealde, have Sent’ fn’ their 
resignations, accompanied with a 
memorandum that they desire them to 
take effect instantly, as they ‘cannof 
for a minute incur the fearful, respon- 
sibilities in which they may become 
innocently involved through taking 
over the affairs and finances of their 
predecessors.

Combat Balkan Indifference 
to Cruelty Practiced 


SOFIA, Nov. 17 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—The first combined meet- 
ing of the Bulgarian. Charitable 
Society for the protection of animals 
the other day was a notable event. It 
brought together for the first time, 
under Américan auspices, three sepa- 
rate movements started in Sofia by 
Americans or by Bulgarians who had 
been educated under Américan in- 
fluences, designed to cOmbat the pre- 
valent Balkan indifference to the 
rights and lives of duntb’animals, and 
to assure their “place in the sun” to 
them. ’ 

The names of two American women, 
Mrs. A. Manning. of Constantinople 
and Miss Elizabeth Clark of Sofia, 
figure gs the inspiration .and the 
guiding thought of the movement. .In 
addition, Mrs. Manning, who. is..con- 
nected with Robert College as a: social 
worker, has -contributed, to the move- 
ment out of her resources, Her first 
contact with the Bulgarian organiza- 
tion arose out of her activities in 
Constantinople, where, .until the 
Nationalist régime, made the employ- 
‘ment of an American’even in charita- 
ble work illegal, she. had been main- 
taining a salaried American worker 
to promote the cause of kindness to 
dumb animals, of which Turkey stands 
in particular need. : 


Ideals And Aims of Campaign 


In the course of her activities to |

Rights of Dumb Animals 


As Miss Clark put it to a represen- 
tative of The Christian Science 
Monitor: 

We must rouse the public con- 
‘science to a realization of what we 
owe to animals—the realization that 
dumb animals. have rights which it 
is the duty of the so-called lord of 


creation to recognize. These rights 
are too frequently ignored in the 
Near Fast. 

In the second place. we must ob- 
tain the co-operation of the law and 
the police in our efforts to put a stop 
to cruelty to animals. There is a 
provision in the eriminal laws of Bul- 
garia to the effect that “whoever 
openly and eruelly maltreats a dumb 
aninal is punishable with a fine of 
100 leva!” That is the maximum pen- 
alty, and the society is convinced 
that the maximum is far to low.. A 
leva is worth only a cent at the pres- 
ent rate of exchange. 


We want the penalty raised con- 
siderably, to at least 1500 leva, so 
that punishment will act as a deter- 
rent to cruelty to dumb beasts. Ina 
recent instance, where we made a 
test of the law, an arrest was made. 
A man who had been cruel to a horse. 
was tried and convicted, and the 
penalty meted out was a fine of 5 
leva. Obviously that punishment was 
inadequate. 

We have behind us the sympathy 
and the active co-operation of some 
of the most influential men and 
women in the community. Very soon 
we shall hold a mass meeting in 
Sofia, at which. as the leading 
speaker, we shall have oné of the 
most eminent jurists in the country. 
This jurist will! define what consti- 
tutes cruelty to animals, will outline 
what is and what shotild be punish- 
able under the law.

SYDNEY ELIMINATING =~ 
SLUM AREAS OF CITY _ 


SYDNEY, N. S. W.. Oct. 30 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—The Anglican 
Charch Synod now sitting in the city 
of Sydney, is expressing great satis- 
faction of the city council’s action in 
abolishing or reforming most of the 
slums, and urging that the remaining 
ones be also effectively dealt with, so 
that proper conditions of life might 
exist, and the dark stain on the honor. 
of the city be removed. 

It is estimated that fully four-fifths 


: 
of the city’s slums have been wiped 


out, The Social Reform Committee 
has played its part in this direction. 


Some lay members, however, still com- 
plain that this growing city’s Council 
had no sufficient policy of rehous- 
ing in connection with its work of 
resumption, with the result that slums 
were being re-created, and they asked 
the Synod to urge the authorities to 
set up the proposed town planning 
and rehousing departments as the best 
guarantee against any re-creation of 
slum areas. This suggestion. how- 
ever, was rejected for fear that it 
might be interpreted as the introdue- 
tion of politics by the Synod. The 
rapid growth of Sydney is evidenced 
by the fact that, although no*“fewer 
than 10,352 houses were built last 
year, they are totally inadequate.

—Some of the incongruities which exist 
in the political status of these islands, 
in this the seventh year of American 
administration, explain perhaps more 
convincingly than anything else why 
the islands are so persistently discon- 
tented, and why they feel the American 
Government has taken so casual an 
interest in their wardship. The Ameri- 
can-perpetuated political peonage and 
the American-abetted color line in the 
islands would constitute a first-class 
grievance here if no other existed. 

A member of one of the delegations 
that have been sent officially from here 
at least biennially to lay their case 
before Washington told me that the 
first and hardest duty the delegation 
had to perform was to find just who it 
was in Washington who could be held 
accountable for the acts of the Mnited 
States in the Virgin Islands. Strange 


as it may seem, the islands are not | 
under the Navy Department; nor are 


they under the division of insular af- 
fairs.of the War Department, nor under 
any other department whatsoever. 
After seeking anxiously for some 
time, the delegates found the only man 
officially empowered to receive and act 


‘on their complaints was the President 


of the United States. Presumably, he 
governs the Virgin Islands, and the 
liberal allowance of time and‘attention 
at his disposal for their affairs may 
readily be imagined. 

Temporary Arrangement 


As a matter of fact, the whole 
system of administering the islands 


was drawn up hastily during the pre- | 


occupation of the ‘war and never was 
intended to be more than a temporary 
arrangement. ‘The treaty plainly said, 
“The civil rights and the political 
status of the islands shall be deter- 
mined by Congress.” While the 
islanders are waiting for such deter- 
mination, and in spite of their nearly 
unanimous declaration for American 
sovereignty, they are virtually people 
without a country and without Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

/ The United States State Department 
declares that they are “inhabitants of 
the Virgin Islands, entitled to the pro- 
tection of the United States.” As 
such they. cannot vote in the United 
States: they catinot even becgme 
citizens of the United States as can

AMERICAN PITCHERS SHOW 


FALLING OFF IN BOX WORK 


Stanley Coveleski of Cleveland Only One With Eamed- 


Whether it was due to a “lively” ball’ 
or a falling off in the general standard 
of the boxmen may neyer be known, 
but the work of the pitchers in the 
American. League baseball champion- 
ship season of 1923 was below the 
standard of previous years. The official. 
pitching averages as compiled by I, M. 
Howe and issued this.morning show a 
considerable decline and some are at- 
tributing it to the Hall. whilé ‘others be- 
lieve that the pitchers were not: up to 
the standard set by thefr predecessors. 
While there were five in this 
league who permitted less than three 
earned runs to a game in 1922, there 
was only one who was able to touch 
that mark in 1923 and he was Stanley 
Coveleski, veteran Cleveland boxman. 
His average was 2.76 as against 2.81 for 
U. GC. Faber of the Chicago Americans 
last year. W. C. Hoyt of the New York 
Americans finished second this year 
‘with 3.01. 

Never before in the history of the 
league have as many pitchers been 
used by the different clubs. Many 
started. games, only to have to be re- 
lieved before the nine innings were up, 
and many of these relHef pitchers in 
turn had to be relieved. Detroit estab- 
lished a record of 318 pitchers used, 


while New York used the least with 220, 
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Run Average of Better Than Three 


There ‘was one bright spot in the ex- 
tensive use of pitchers and that was 
found in the fact: that a number of 
promising new boxmen made their in- 
itial appearances in 1923. Among these 
were Alexander Ferguson, Boston; 
Louis Cvengros and Hollis Thurston of 
Chicago; K. E. Holloway, Earl White- 
hill and Bert Cole of Detroit; J. C. 
Edwards and J, B. Shaute of Cleve- 
land, and G. Friday, M. Mitchell and 
Paul Zahniser of Washington. 

There were two no-hit games during 
the season, Howard Ehmke, Boston, and 
S. P. Jones, New York, getting them. 
Ehmke also pitched a one-hit game, 
while Jones was among those who 
pitched a two-hit contest. Guy Morton 
of Cleveland, and Earl Whitehill and 
George Dauss of Detroit were other 
two-hit pitchers. 

As regards games won and lost. H. 
J. Pennock of New York was the lead- 
ing pitcher with 19 and 6. Jones, his 
teammate, came next with 21 and 8, 
but he had an earned-run record of 
3.63 against him. 

Walter Johnson, the Washington vet- 
eran, was the leading strike-out pitcher. 
with 126 for the season and 12 for one 
game. E. R. VanGilder of St. Louis 
gave the most bases on balls with 120. 
while George Uhle of Cleveland pitched 
in the most innings, taking part in 358,

on Labor, in order to keep its machinery 
in operation. , The “stay-at-home” 
should be compelled td give his service 
te the Government at no higher wage 
‘than that which ‘he receives from his 
present employer, and employers should 
be willing. to release. mm. and, if neces- 
sary, train another. -It- is only fiatural 
‘that in every war some are going to 
| make more money than when the coun- 
i try ia at. peace, due to. the fact that 
‘they are ‘doing an: abnormal business. 
| This extra money Dey are making is, or

And 
Nutter ag —————“ indeed, there is matter of politt- 
cal importance in the outcome of this first popular ex- 
pression of the people's choice tor presidential candi- 
dates. South Dakota is not a large state. Its share in 
the Electoral College is but five votes, Yet at the present 
moment what it says has a significance out of proportion 
to the size of its electorate. 

For-it is in the very center of that agrarian narth- 
west which is supposed to be radical and highly antagonis- 
tic to the rather conservative Republicanism | which 
President Coolidge may fairly be taken to represent.” Its 
people are farmers, its interests purely agricultural. 
Though less intimately associated with the farm bloc 
than the senators and representatives from the states 
to the north and east of it, the South Dakota represen- 
tation in Congress is, nevertheless, sympathetic to that 
movement. 

When these facts are considered it seems rather 
amazing that President Coolidge should have defeated, 
in South Dakota, by a majority of at least two to one, 
Hiram Johnson, whose candidacy is offered as peculiarly 
that of a progressive. This outcome is not to be regarded 
merely as the result of the great influence which a Presi- 
dent in office can exert. We think that it rather, indi- 
cates a sincere appreciation on the part of the South 
Dakota Republicans of the qualities of President Cool- 
idge, of the fact that he was himself a farmer's boy, 
and has—except when in attendance upon his duties at 
the State Capitol—been a resident of a farming com-

Unquesttonably, the 
verdiet of South Dakota is going to exert a marked

After all, in a homo- 
geneous community like South Dakota, people are very 
much of the same fundamental opinions, whether they 
vote a Democratic or a Republican primary ticket. In- 
deed, shrewd and unprejudiced observers nowadays com- 
plain that the line of divergence between the two parties 
is a very shadowy one, and hard for the voter to recog-

ot South Dakota were registering their approval for 
President Coolidge, the Democratic voters, by an even 
more exemplary majority, were selecting as their candi- 
date Mr. William G. McAdoo over Henry Ford. It 
may be urged that in the Democratic contest neither 
candidate could be classed in any sense as conservative. 
but among the many names seriously presented for the 
Democratic nomination, that of Mr. McAdoo may be 
fairly stated to represent the progressive faction in the 
Democratic Party. The voters of South Dakota left no 
doubt that that was the type of democracy they wish to 
uphold.

. speaking of steel rails, as a con- 
dition in which there is no longer a market for that com- 
modity; or if speaking of cotton goods, shoes, sugar, or 
automobiles, as one where the consumer no longer looks 
to the producer for articles once needed and demanded. 
But it is reassuring to note the fact that seldom, if ever, 
in America, has such a condition existed, despite the 
fluctuations of foreign exchanges, the shifting of trade 
balances, and the failure of consumers in other countries 
to buy the products of American mills and factories. 

Judge Elbert H. Gary, long identified with the steel 
manufacturing industry in the United States, is credited 
with the statement that, in his opinion, this so-called 
saturation point will never be reached unless the progress 
of the country be artificially arrested by the people them- 
selves. Judge Gary, whatever his convictions upon some 
matters may be, is, admittedly, a close student and a 
clear observer of industria] affairs. It is his opinion 
that, despite the almost unprecedented development of 
industries in the United*States, the limit of progress has 
not even been approached, and. “if there is to be one, it 
is so remote as not to be worth: speculating about.” 

Significant reference. is made to the fact that. while 
in 1900 the population of the United States was about 
7 0,000,000, and is now approximately 110,000,000, show- 
ing an increase of 45 per cent, the increase in steel pro- 
iluction since 1900 has been 300 per cent. While, as 
‘Judge Gary observes, the export trade in steel has been 
ronsideratie. it has, barring the war years, taken a com-

Although France is nominally a’ Roman 
Catholic country, there is-a great deal of liberal thought 
which denounces clericalism as a peril, and when the 
Roman Catholic Church endeavored to exercise a politi- 
cal control over France all diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican ceased. Now that the subjeet has again come 
to the forefront of the news, it ts desirable to summarize 
what has lately been done in France. 

In the first place, France has now definitely re-estab- 
lished an embassy at Rome to deal with the Vatican, in 
addition ta the embassy which deals with the Italian Gov- 
ernment. In other words, the political and diplomatic 
influence of the papal institutions is recognized. 
it is pointéd out by those who defend this action that the 
Vatican has recognized as aumonier-général—a ‘high 
ofhcial of the church—a French bishop in Rhineland and 
in the Saar, instead of the German bishops who combat

I‘rance, but it would seem idle to pretend that it has no 
political significance,-and that the Vatican has not lent 
itself to forwarding French diplomatic aims. Inthe same 
way it is boasted that France has obtained the nomina- 
tion of a bishop with full authority in the French zone 
of Morocco, although previously the recruitment of the 


clergy throughout Morocco was a privilege of the Span- 


ish religious authorities. Again, it 1s claimed that in the 
Near East, where France has certain ambitions, such as 
in Syria, France has secured various moral advantages 
for the French religious establishments, advantages which 
had not been accorded to them previously by the Vatican. 

In three different spheres, then, it is urged that the 
Vatican is helping France—in Rhineland as against Ger- 
many, in Morocco as against Spain, and in the Near 
East as against adherents of other religions. There is 
no need to discuss these claims, further, but it should at

for diplom: tic purposes, 

It is obvious that the Vatican is asking, : ‘and will ask, 
its price for these things.

The 
Pope intimated that he would publish a decree authoriz- 
ing the bishops to create these Associations Diocésaines 
only when the Chamber had voted for them as an insti- 
tution. The Pope, however, then published a letter con- 
cerning reparations which offended ’rench public opinion, 
and the discussion in Parliament was adjourned. — It 
will now be taken up because the Pope, in another letter, 


after démarches made by M. Jonnart, has affirmed ‘the - 


right of the creditors of Germany to obtain payments, 
to seize pledges, and to evacuate the Ruhr only as pay- 
ments are effected. Once more it is clear that the theory 
that the Vatican does not intervene in politics cannot ‘be 
maintained. , 

It is an undoubted fact that the Vatican since the war 
has been making a new bid for temporal power, and it 
has become impossible to prevent the subject from being 
ventilated during the electoral period, for the Radicals 
hold that this encouragement may easily lead to the former 
difficulties due to clerical interference .in the internal life 
of France, and a renewal of the bitter strife of other days.

benefit amounted to about $7,000,000. 

Under the circumstances, it is evidently good busi- 
ness for Great Britain to encourage the flow of nugration 
from Britain’s shores to Canada.

The Log of a Dry Journey 
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Ir FAcTS—just plain facts—were effective against the 


antiprohibitionists they would have been bombarded into silence 
But the strength of the wets, at the present moment, 
depends, almost wholly, upon their ability to walk straight ‘ 
into the face of facts and neither see, hear, nor heed them. 
One flask of booze, hip-pocket size, is touched by their magic 
wand, and lo! it looms up big enough to hide the tact of a 
prison or reformatory closed, or a home rebuilt for the lack 
of it. Wet propaganda today persists, regardless of the facts, 
and when the ground of truth is absolutely swept from under 
its feet, it still carries on, relying for its strength upon the 
frequency with which untruths or half-truths are repeated 
again and. again. 

Thirty-five thousand miles of facts—dry facts—are con- 
tained in a little volume recently published by the Victoerfan 
Anti-Liquor League of Melbourne, Australia. It is written 
by C. M. Gordon and recounts the prohibition adventures 
ot his brother, Gifford Gordon, who, in 1921 and 1922, went 
exploring, up and down in the United States, in quest of the 
truth about prohibition. “The book is a small one, but it 
contains no padding, not a paragraph of it, and is a simple 
recounting of what one man, not an American, saw of the 
ettects of prohibition. 
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There is no denying, Mr. Gordon points out, that a‘con- 
siderable quantity of liquor is still consumed in the United 
States. But to contend, he says, that this quantity is com- 
parable to that consumed in pre-prohibition days isto reveal 
an ignorance of conditions in both periods. “In 1917,”. he 
writes, “the people of the United States consumed 16,/64,- 

280,040 pints of al¢oholi¢ liquor, over 55,000,000 pints for 
every working day in the year, and about 160 pints for every 
man, woman, boy, girl, and baby in the Republic. Supposing 
100 small smuggling ¢raft were employed in smuggling this 
vast ocean of liquor into America, each carrying 1000 gallons 
per trip, and making one trip per day; it would take them 
over fifty-seven years to complete this job. It would take one 
such vessel 5700 years to do it.’ ‘This indicates, again, the 
absurdity of the wet contention that as much—or more—liquor — 
is being consumed in the United States, smuggled in by boats 
and automobiles, as before prohibition. And, recounting ‘his 
own experience in America, before and since’ prohibition, Mr. 
Gordon concludes, “I do not hesitate to say that she has made 
a marvelous adv ance in sobriety and in-all that sobriety means 
to a great nation.’ 

One of the must significant of the constructive results of 
prohibition which Mr. Gordon discovered was in the prisons. 
Prisoners,. themselves, realize its value. A prohibition reteren- 
dum, conducted by the Prisoners’ ~~, Society in 322 prisons, 
revealed the remarkable fact that wut of 134,321 prisoners 
who voted, 133,412 were in favor of prohibition and ante 909 
opposed. 

Taking New York State as a fair sample of olan pro- 
hibition is said to be failing to accomplish, Mr. Gordon points 
out that there are 350 penal institutions in New York State. 
On July 1, 1922, 104 of these prisons were empty and the 
remaining 237 prisons were reported as having 14,903 
inmates. In the corresponding day of 1917, 252 prisons in 
the State reported a total of 17,494 prisoners. This represents 
a decrease of 21 per cent in the prison population of 1922 


as against “1917. 
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The fact is, as Mr. Gordon makes clear, that,.with the 
saloons out of the way, men are turning from. week-end 
debauches tq home building, and savings accounts, and educa- 
tion for their children. In the Boston courts alone—and such 
figures are available from many other American cities—the 
averave number of neglected children for the sevep years — 
prior to prohibition, 1912 to 1918, was 206. ‘The average 
for the two drv years of 1920 and 1921 was 88, showing 
a decrease of 118, or 57 per cent. Surveys indicate that school 
attendance, immediately upon: the adoption of prohibition, 
showed a marked increase. Mr. Gordon has accumulated 
evidence from many sources: which bear out the statement of 
Mr. James B. Forgan, chairman, of the board of-the First 
National Bank of Chicago, who declared that, immediately 
following prohibition, ‘a large influx of savings accounts was 
noticeable in our bank and, I believe, generally in other 
banks. The number of accounts has steadily increased, show- 
ing that the number of the thrifty is*growing, and | believe 
that the absence of the saloon is largely responsible, for this 
growth.” 

And while we hear of the joy- -killer influences er the 
Eighteenth Amendment, it is interesting and significant to read . 
that Mr. Thomas J. Hickey, president of the American Base- 
ball Association, declared that “prohibition has been the greatest 
blessing baseball every enjoyed. The passing of the saloon 
increased our patronage wonderfully. Regardless of the merit 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, it was a great business booster 
for us.” 

Mr. Gordon’s 35,000 miles was a fruitful journey. | It 
served to make clear, again,- just where the truth in the issue 
lies. . And his survey leads to the conclusion that, finally, when 
such facts as these are driven home, the American people, 
wearied With wet fancies, will go the full limit to back the 
enforcement of the premier: law. 
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Siberia—A Land of Promise

long since ceased to mean little or nothing to the mind of Ameri- 
cans. With the ‘sending to Sjberia of the American expedi- 
tionary force as part of the Allied intervention of*1918, thou- 
sands became familiar with a country which before had meant 
nothing but squalid: penal colonies ‘and prolonged cold. 
Furthermore, with the return of those 12,000 men who are 
now scattered over the entire United States and engaged in 
all lines of business, the American’ public was brought into 
contact with many hitherto unknown and economically impor- 
tant facts. With the problems ot [-urope so prominent and 
so insistent of solution since the sigming of the armistice, it is 
unnecessary to state that an interest in Siberia, based merel) 
upon sentiment, would not have outlived the year 1920. 

“Bur first-hand information concerning the economic 
resources of this vast treasure house of the Far East created 
in the mind of the wide-awake American inyestor a permanent 
curiosity to know more. He has not yet forgotten that Siberia 
is ene of the few remaining areas of the world abundantly 
endowed with natural tiches, and at the same time little devel- 
oped. With increasing concern he will watch ‘the political 
and economic changes in this corner of the globe; and it is 
not improbable that the next twelve months will bring forth 
further developments of importance. In fact, Stberia may 
prove the back door through which two old friends will once 


again grasp hands."
